IAONDON. ‘April 22.—The decided lack of 
war news here today is taken by many to 
indicate good prospects for big news. 
Conservative students of the war situa- 
tion, who have heretofore refused to make 
predictions on the probability of a clash 


between the fleets of Rojestvensky and 
Togo, declare today that a battle within a 
few hours seems inevitable. | 

While it is not believed that the Japa- 
nese commander would force a battie, it is 
the general opinion that he will never al- 
low the Fiussian fleet to proceed to Viadi- 
vyostok unmolested. He could gain nothing 
by such a move and on the contrary would 
play into the enemy's hands. | 

Today's! developments tend to indicate 
that the supposed “official” dispatch sent 
to the Russian war office yesterday by an 
officer «t Bhanghai was a‘biind. There is 
ood reason for believing today that Ro- 
gestvenskr is yet south of the straits of 
Formosa, though there is every reason for 
believing that he is headed in that direc- 
tion. 

Togo is believed to await him there. 

Dispatches from both St. Petersburg and 
Paris this afternoon confirm yesterday's 
reports thet Rojestvensky received an or- 
der from the Czar to vacate Kamranh 
Ray, and that the French officials at 
Baigon received orders from the foreign 
ministry to see that the Russian fleet 
adhered to the letter of the neutrality 
laws. 

A dispatch to a local news agency today 
from Saigon says the Russian fleet is still 
at Kamranh Bay, or was yesterday, but 
the report is not generally credited. 

Another report, and one which has been 
confirmed, is that during all their stay in 
the harbor the Russians have worked night 
and day ocoaling, and that two vessels 
have been plying continually between Sal- 
gon and the bay, carrying provisions and 
medical supplies. It is also said that dl- 
vers have completod the work of clean- 
ing the hulls of the vessels, and that 
every one is now in ship shape for a 
speedy sea voyage or an Important ac- 
tion. 

All shore leaves of British crews in 
eastern waters have been stopped and al! 
war vessels at Hong Kong have been 
made ready to put to sea at a moment's 
notice, which is taken to indicate that 
decisive action is at hand.

Much excitement was caused in Judge 
Foster's division of the Circuit court Sat- 
urday afternoon at the close of the trial 
of Henry RB.

| Dockery dshinaienand Gives Con- 
tractors for Labor Greater Ad- 
vantages Than Before. 


FOLK MAKES DISCOVERY 


Instead of the Increased Revenue 
Missouri Out by Paying for 
Power and Lights. 


Gov. Folk and Matt W. Hall, warden of 
the Missouri penitentiary, according to in- 
formation from Jefferson City, have discov- 
@red that the recent contracts for conv'ct la- 
bor agreed upon by Mr. Fotk's gpredécemsor, 
A. M. Dockery, instead of increasing the 
revenue from this source, have resulted in 
the state giving the prison contractors 
@teater advantages and concestions than 
they have ever had before. : 

Gov. Dockery, before retiring from office, 
told the people that under the terms of the 
new contracts he had brought the peniten- 
tiary contractors to time and would suve 
the estate $40,000 a vear by compelling them 
to pay ®, instead of BO, cents a day for 
the service of the convicts employed under 
the contract system. 

This much i« literally true, but Gov. 
Dockery did not go further to explain the 
condition under which he “forced’’ the 
penitentiary contractors into line. 

In the new contracta the state is re- 
quired to furnish the prison contractors 
power, water, light and heat free of cost. 
Moreover. the contractors are allowed 15 
days in which to test convicts 80 as to as- 
oprtain if they are desirable for work in 
their shops. By this arrangement those re- 
jected work 15 days for the state, without 
@oeting the contractors a_ single penny. 
Guch concessions were never before incor- 
porated in the prison contracts. The coal 
Dill at the penitentiary amounts to 60,000 
a year, and for water the state pays $3500. 

There are about 800 able-bodied convicts 
received each year at the penitentiary, #° 
that under the terms of the Dockery con- 
tracts, which by the way run for five 
yeats, the employers of prison labor can 
work them a total of 1200 days, without en- 
tailing any expense to themselves. The ® 
cents per day rate only goes into effect 
after the 15-day trial period has expired.

QUARREL BEGUN OVER PEW 
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Pickel Ejected Lawler From Seat 
After Committee Had Taken 
It From Him. 


d*ttvices from Warrensburg, Mo., Satur- 
day morning say that no warrant has been 
issued against Frank. Pickel, a relative of 
the weH-known Pickel famfly of St. Louis, 
who Friday evening shot Thomas Lawler 
as the result of a quarrel over a church 
pew, and that Pickel has. not been ar- 
rested. 

Lawiler’s wound is not so serious as was 
at first reported. One bullet pierced the 
fleshy part of his arm. Pickel immediately 
surrendered to the sheriff, but was not 
taken into custody. 

Pickel, who is a son of the late Jacob 


Pickel, whose funeral was held in St. Louis 
a year ago, is a member of the church 
committee. of the Sacred Heart Catholic 
Church in Warrensburg.

quarreled. Pickel fired one shot, which 
disable’ Lawler. 

Frank Pickel is manager of the War- 
renshurg Sandstone Quarry, near War- 
rensburg, which his father established and 
which he and his brother, Benjamin, own. 
He is a nephew of William Pickel, the St. 
Lou's millionatre marble and granite man, 
who recently bought the Wainwright build- 
ing for $900,000, and of George Pickel, head 
of the George Pickel & Sons stone saw 
mills. He is a cousin of Police Capt. John 
Pickel of the North Market Street dis- 
trict. 

Frank Pickel’s father, the late Jacob 
Pickel, was one of the most prominent 
German Catholics in St. Louis.
